Bookstore 


Textbook publishing costs push students’ prices up

Siudems may find that after they have gone to the expense 
of paying their tuition, they have yet another hefty expense 
waiting for them in the bookstore 

Students complain every year that the bookstore prices are 
too high. 

”h T s too expensive, why should we have to pay so much for 
books that we need?" Charles WiJcher, Jr., sophomore 
accounting major asked* 

Patricia Lemke, a freshman business major, said that buy¬ 
ing new books is a problem for her because "you don't gel a 
good return on your investment. You buy a book for, say, 560 
and only gel back half of what you paid for iL” 

Why may surprise these students is that the bookstore takes 
no part in pricing the new books. 


"Until it comes in, we don't know," said Cindy Bickham, 
the bookstore's manager* In the 12 years that she has been 
working al the bookstore, she has seen many fluctuations in 
the book prices* 

For example, the same physical science book that has been 
used since 1979 started at S7.95; today, that book costs $30.95. 

However, some of the book prices have gone down* A psy¬ 
chology book that started at about S80 several years ago 
dropped down to S60. However, most of the newer books are 
rising in price* 

The increase in prices is largely due to the growing costs of 
producing a textbook. 

"We don't decide how much a book is going to cost, the 
manufacturers do," Bickham explained. "The prices are so 
high because there are a lot of people involved in making the 
books; so there arc a lot of people to pay for their work." Bick¬ 
ham went on to explain just what goes into the icxtbook-mak^ 


mg process. 

First, the writers have to write the book. Then, editors arc 
hired, both in-house and outside professors, to make certain 
that ihere are no grammatical errors and that all the informa- 
lion is correct 

After the editors have proof-read the material, it is taken to 
the publisher where the book is copyrighted and is then sem to 
be bound. Binding is the greatest cost in producing the book, 
Bickham said. 

Next, the books arc sent to a warehouse for storage until the 
sales representatives (who also must be paid) can market the 
books. 

In addition to all these costs, the writer also receives royal¬ 
ties on the sales of the finished books. 

When you consider all that goes into producing a quality 
textbook, it is easier to realize why it is so expensive.

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Recognizing racism 
only the first step 

Ideally, everyone co-exists. Ideally, there is only one race, the 
human race. But when local families arc being faced with hate 
crimes, it becomes painfully evident that racism is alive and thriv¬ 
ing in Shreveport, Louisiana and the world. 

Last week, the B’nai Zion Temple, a Jewish-owned warehouse 
and an office park with mostly Jewish occupants were defaced with 
Nazi, homophobic and skinhead grafitti. Three arrests were made. 
One of the offenders was a 17-year-old boy. 

In another incident, a black family’s car was burned and their 
house defaced by bigoted words. 

In view of these incidents, the Mayor's office is to be commend¬ 
ed for recognizing the racial problems that have plagued Shreve¬ 
port. By organizing a bi-racial task force in the last year, the 
community has established a means by which to address, and 
attempt to overcome, these problems. 

The Shreveport Police Department’s recent efforts, through their 
newly formed Hate Crimes Division, to prosecute offenders is also 
ir be commended. 

However, these efforts are not enough. Though the Black/Whilc 
task force was organized, no real positive steps have been taken to 
alleviate any of the race relations problems in our city. 

Ignorance is the cause for prejudice towards race, culture and 
value systems. Ignorance is bred through fear. Recognition of the 
problem is only the first step. 

Our community leaders, as well as the rest of the nation, have 
witnessed the detrimental effects of racism in our community. 
Racial riots in Shreveport, as well as Los Angeles, offer only a 
miniscule view into the enormous problem at hand. It is time for a 
change in the way we approach the problem. 

Thee are no simple solutions. An honest, concerted effort, by 
everyone, is needed. 

Something must be done to ease racial tensions. There must be 
someway to improve race relations and leant to get along with one 
another side by side. 

One way is to step forward and talk to one another. As simple as 
it may seem, communication will allow for free exchange of ideas 
as a means to break down barriers. 

This is a bold idea, especially in a Deep South state. Southern 
traditions have no room for race relations. Yet, if this is truly the 
New South we hear so much about, then perhaps it is time for inno¬ 
vation. 

Another way is to have cultural exchange. Perhaps a festival 
with a multi-cultural theme would help to bridge the racial gap. 
Perhaps it seems trivial to hold a festival, but what better way to 
bring people together than by displaying and demonstrating ethnic 
differences between races to separate us as a people?

Idea of ‘New World’ forgets true firsts 


This year we celebrate the 500th 
year since Columbus' ‘’discovery 11 
of the New World. But, was this 
really a discovery or a cataclysm? 

Thousands of years before the 
European revelation of this conti¬ 
nent, great civilizations flourished 
and then vanished from existence in 
North America. The idea of a "new 
world" in 1492 is absurd. 

The first known inhabitants of 
North America mined flint for 
knives, spear points and scrapers 
11,000 years ago near what is now 
Amarillo, Texas. These quarries 
were used for hundreds of years. 

Indian mounds are found all 
over North America. More than 
3,000 people inhabited Alabama's 
Mound Slate Monument, consid¬ 
ered to be one of North America’s 
largest ceremonial centers, Illinois' 
Cahokia Mounds accommodated a 
population of over 10,000 between 
1,000 and 1,200 A,D, Louisiana’s 
own Poverty Point was built by a 
race of people about 3,000 years 
ago, and some pans of the Great 
Plains had more people in Indian 
times than they do today. 

Native Americans survived by 
adaptation. Along the Pacific coast, 
they feasted on sea mammals and 
shell fish. Further east salmon was 
the main source of food. Their 
homes of cedar sprawled over sev*

eral acres. 

Bows and arrows revolutionized 
life on the Great Plains about 500 
A.D., probably brought by hunters 
from Canada, Horses arrived from 
the Southwest around the 1700’s. 

The tribes of the desert South¬ 
west probably learned farming 
through trade with Eastern wood* 
land tribes. They buill hundreds of 
miles of irrigation canals so they 
could produce two harvests a year. 

The woodlands Indians occupied 
the eastern half of today's United 
States, They were hunters and, 
3,000 years ago, became farmers 
growing squash, gourds and sun* 
flowers. 

The Indians of the "New World" 
hunted and trapped game, farmed, 
raised families, built great cities, 
worshipped their gods, and, yes, 
sometimes made war. 

By the 1500's, 2 million people 



lived in this "new' 1 world and spoke 
some 300 languages. What is cata¬ 
clysmic about this? Since the "Dis¬ 
covery" of the New World, most of 
these languages no longer exist and 
the Native American population has 
dwindled to only a few thousand for 
all the tribes. 

An entire civilization of people 
have been herded to small land 
grants in the desert areas. They are 
subjected to a circus life - always 
on display for tourists. They have 
been demeaned and demoralized* 
The Indian pueblos in New Mexico 
account for one of the highest alco¬ 
holism rates in the country. An 
entire culture has been erased. The 
only time anyone participates in any 
Indian celebration is on a feast day. 

So, we may celebrate the 1492 
voyage of Columbus, we may also 
mourn the obliteration of some 
early civilizations.

Oppression, poverty, racism, and 
homelessness arc issues that will be 
discussed in a lecture and slide pre¬ 
sentation entitled "American Pic¬ 
tures" SepL 29 ai 7 p,m. in the Uni¬ 
versity Center Theatre, The program 
is being presented by the Student 
Activities Board. Admission is free. 

"American Pictures" is the cre¬ 
ation of Danish photographer Jacob 
Holdt. For five years, Holdt hitch¬ 
hiked more than 100,000 miles 
throughout the USA. During this 
time, Holdt lived in more than 400 
homes — from the poorest to the 


win the coveted America's Cup 
yacht race. While the film is beauti¬ 
fully photographed, "Wind” often 
leaves the audience out of the pic¬ 
ture, with those who know liule or 
nothing of sailing completely lost in 
all the technical jargon spouted by 
Grey and Modine. 

The film seems to start in the 


middle of the action, as Will barker 
(Modine) tells his girlfriend Kate 
Bass (Grey) that he's been picked to 
sail with the America's Cup Defend¬ 
er Team headed by millionaire Mor¬ 
gan Weld (Cliff Robertson), Will 
invites Kate to join him and even 
serve on his own crew. 

Here the film has an excellent 
opportunity for character develop¬ 


ment, yet never takes advantage of 
it. Kate is tom between her desire to 
be with Will and her dreams of con¬ 
tinuing her career in aeronautical 
research. Eventually she gets fed up 
with Will’s obsession to capture the 
"Holy Grail" of the yachting set and 
leaves him. 

Viewers may find some of the 


plot twists unlikely and unex¬ 
plained. It seems as if the director 
channeled most of his energy into 
the visuals and forgot about telling a 
story. The action is top-notch, and 
the acting is decent, considering the 
lack of dialogue. Those who know 
little about sailing should take along 
an informed friend.

Holdt 
followed participants in ghetto 
street muggings, worked in present- 
day southern slave camps, and in 
secret, attended various Ku Klux 
Klan meetings. Holdt recorded his 
adventures through photography. 

Student Activities Board mem¬ 
bers sighted several reasons for their 
decision to bring the "American Pic¬ 
tures" program to LSUS. 

Ashley Hand lie, SAB member¬ 


ship chairman, said that this type of 
programming is educational and 
promotes social awareness. Harville 
added, "I'm glad we're (SBA) 
having this type of programming - 
especially in an election year. It puis 
emphasis on domestic policy and 
gives voters something to think 
about" 

Jeffrey Matfin, SAB vice presi¬ 
dent, hopes that die presentation 
will increase awareness of the 
American underclass. Martin added 
that "It ('American Pictures') was 
chosen because of the program's 
high national acclaim," 

According to the Los Angeles 


'Times , "What makes 'American Pic¬ 
tures’ so disturbingly powerful is the 
cumulative effects of Holdt’s pho¬ 
tographs combined with his out¬ 
siders analysis of the dynamics of 
poverty and oppression in the U.S." 


The New York Times simply 
called the program "powerful, 
intense." 

Both Harville and Martin antici¬ 
pate a good crowd "I bet wc have a 
full house," said Harville.
